Marriage no guarantee 
of économic security 


Illinois homemakers should 
not look to marriage as a 
guarantee of economic security, 
warns.a study released by the 
National Commissioh on the 
Observance of International 
Women’s. Year (IWY). 

“In Illinois, the problem of 
inequality is not only a matter 
of law, but also a matter of 
economic reality,” said the 
report. 

One of a series examining the 
jJegal rights of homemakers in 
each state and the District of 
Columbia, the report is entitled 
rahe 2 Dowels Status | of 
Homemakers in Dlinois.”” It is 
based on laws in effect in 
February 1977. 

The booklet-form study said 
the problem lies not only with 
the laws themselves but in their 
administration “... mostly by 
men, of course.” 

“Perhaps the most rapid 
route to the removal of-a large 
part of the disability would be 
administrative handling by 
greater numbers of women 
sitting as probate and diyorce 
it concoluded. 

It also urged women to 
protect “themselves by 
acquiring “some marketable 
skill" which they could call on 
at any time in their lives. 

The study was requested by 
the IWY Commission's 
Homemaker Committee 
chaired by former Michigan 
Congresswoman Martha 
Griffiths and prepared under 
contract ‘with the Center. for 
Women Policy Studies of 
Washington, D. C. 

The report was written by 
Sheribel Rothenberg and 
Marian Barnes, both attorneys. 
Miss Rothenberg is a_ senior 
trial attorney in the Chicago 
office of the General Counsel of 
the U.S. Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. Miss 
Barnes is chief legal counsel of 
the State of Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Ser- 
vices.

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Attic insulation 
funding proposal 


Illinois Power Company 
petitioned. the. Ilinois . Com- 
merce Commission on Friday 
for permission ‘to. finance 
purchase of attic insulation and 
ventilating equipment by- its 
residential customers who own 
their residences and meet. 
minimum credit requirements. 

The company proposes. to 
invest up to. $1,000,000 in the 
program. ; 

Financing will be limited to 
$600 per customer premise, if IP 
does the financing. Customers 
would have the option of making 
full payment within 30 days, or 
making installment payments 
over a period of 36 months. 

Financing charges are to be 
1% per cent per month on the 
unpaid balance with a 
minimum installment payment 
of $5 per month. There would be 
no penalty for prepayment at 
any time. 

The petition points out that 
customers may seek their own 
sources. of financing, but 
asserts: 

“The installation of attic 
insulation and attic ventilation 
in existing residences which do 
not now meet FHA (Federal 
Housing Administration)

standards will result in the 
conservation of energy used for 
space heating and cooling. 

“Installation of insulating 
matefial and ventilation 
facilities to meet or exceed 
federal standards should reduce 
summer air conditioning and 
winter heating loads in such 
residences, Customers who add 
such improvements to their 
homes should lower their 
energy consumption.’ 

Under the plan, customers 
would contract with the  in- 
sulation contractor of their 
choice or could choose to pur- 
chase and install the insulation 
or equipment themselves. 

The cost of the contract or 
purchase would be paid to the 
contractors‘or the customers by 
Illinois Power Company. 

The financing proposal 
follows an intensive advertising 
program on insulation by the 
Company in recent. years. 
Insulation has been featured at 
IP conservation home shows 
and exhibits. 

The Company serves 430,000 
residential electric customers 
and 326,000 residential gas 
customers in a 15,000-square- 
mile area-in Illinois.

Authorities have 
acknowledged’ allowing 
establishments to stay open 
virtually all night on certain 
special occasions, such as New 
Year's Eve. 


The extent to which such

“I don’t ‘think the sheriff's 
fiepartment is bad. There are a 
lot of good deputies there who 
do their job to the best of their 
ability. 

“But at times they have been 
hampered by double standards. 
And there are some bad ap- 
ples.”” 

Serving as a Manpower 
member of the department 
from Feb. 3, 1975, until 
resigning on Dec. 15, 1976, 
Homyer says he left due to 
frustration over not being ap- 
pointed as a regular deputy. 

He sought to obtain em- 
ployment this spring because of 
his desire for a law enforcement 
career and because of 
widespread recongition of h 


ability, he told the Press- 
Record. 
“I was verbally recom- 


mended for employment as a 
deputy by the lieutenants at one 
of their meetings. The patrol 
division commander wrote a 
letter and signed it, praising‘my 
work 





“Another favorable letter was ~ 


signed by lieutenants and 
sergeants. And I was com- 
mended by the sheriff for my 
work with Anderson in the auick 
solving of a homicide."" 

“I worked in’ radio com- 
munications and received 
praise for efficiency,” Homyer 
recalled. 

He disagreed with reports 
that Anderson and Deputy 
Randy Lamb had been 
regarded as ‘‘most expendable”’ 
among the various deputies 
considered for reassignments. 

Homyer said he was 
cautioned against friendship 
with Anderson, even though he 
regarded the latter as aghighly 
capable deputy. 

Such cautionary messages 
were conveyed in various ways 
during periods when there was 
tension in the department over 
rumors of federal in- 
vestigations, he added. 

“I had an excellent record, 
with a near-perfect attendance 
record, and devoted a lot of 
extra time on my own,” 
Homyer summarized in saying 











. he beliéves it is unfair that he 


has been bypassed in the hiring 
of deputies. 

Other Manpower workers 
also have had trouble ad- 
vancing to regular deputy 
status, even though initially 
they were authorized to wear 
most of the equipment utilized 
by deputies, he contended.

Torture victim 
urging support 
on human rights 


The importance of the United 
States government's stand on 
human rights was emphasized 
Thursday night as Amy Conger, 

—assistant professor of art and 
design at Southern ‘Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
spoke on her . pérsonal ex- 
periences as a prisoner in Chile 

An art professor at the 
University of Chile from 1972 to 
1974, she was improsoned after 
the overthrow of the Allende 
government and was finally 
charged with having ‘‘un- 
desirable friends.” 

Her lecture, 
“Women, Human Rights, 
Torture and Personal 
Experiences in Chile,” was 
sponsored by Women for 
Women, an SIUE organization. 
Whe was the final lecturer in the 
oprganization’s spring lecture 
series, ‘‘Perspectives on 
Women.” 

Miss: Conger warned her 
audience as she told of her 
experience, to not look for any 
logic to torture. 

“It is not always done to gain 
information,” she explained. 
“Sometimes it is a. way of 
controlling or getting power 
over someone. Don't try to think 
in terms of U.S. justice, 
democracy or logic. These just 
don’t apply to what happens.”* 

She said the place where she 
was imprisoned in Chile was 
called a ‘torture house,” 
although “there isn’t a country 
“in the world that will admit that 
it tortures people.” 

She was imprisoned in the Air 
Force War Academy, a former 
convent. She was kept in 
solitary confinement in a closet 
and was always blindfolded. 

“fYou got to know everyone by 
their feet,” she said, explaining 
that:she could see only through 
the bottom of her blindfold. 

She said there are common 
techniques for torture, in- 
cluding electrie shock on sen- 
sitive parts of the body, rape 
and torturing other members of 
the family to get a prisoner to 
give information, even though 
the prisoner may not have in- 
formation to give. 

Information gotten through 
torture is usually unreliable, 


entitled, 


according to:Miss Conger, since - 


the prisoner will sign;-say or do 
anything to ~ get the’ electric 
shock or other torture stopped. 
She said she was given the 
“red carpet’ treatment,” ac- 
cording to her captors, during 
the two-week incarceration. “tn 


When ‘hey arrived home, the 
car was tiurrounded with guards 
holding submachine guns who 
were shouting, ‘Where are the 

.. where. are the 

?"' "They then dragged 

her and, the boy into her house, 
which tke guards searched and 
ransackid. 

On the way to prison, the 
guards ¢lecided to undress her. 
She was forced to ride through 
the streets of the town with her 
sweater pulled up over her 
head. 

In prison, she was tortured by 
being pished down stairs while 
blindfvlded, isolation, 
deprivajion, and with threats of 
rape frcm her captors. She was 
left standing in a hall for hours, 
perhaps, days without food, 
water ot; sleep. 

Even when food was 
availabl2, the diet. was only 
about 900 calories per day. 
When she was released, she was 
so dehy¢rated that her skin was 
flaking jway. 

The first_time she saw her 
young ward was on a day that 
all the: prisoners had been 
marcheil out into the courtyard 
with their blindfolds on. After 
being l’.red up by the guards, 
she hea'd a voice give orders to 
the guards that made the 
prisone/s think they were about 
to be executed. 

After the agony of this cruel 
joke, thy: prisoners were told to 
remove) their blindfolds., She 
saw thé boy for the first time 


with a deep infected gash on his — 


arm ani cigarette burns on his 
body. ‘He was Latino, and yet 
he was as white as his 
eyeballi;,"’ she said.

Miss’ Conger, who has 
testified before the United 
Nations. and whose “Story ap- 
peared in Jack Anderson’s 
columnin 1974, said torture is 
not unique to. Chile. Other 
countries, many of which are 
receiving vast - sums’ of 
Amerigan foreign aid, have 
institu {ionalized torture, she 
asserted.

‘The Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce today unveiled its 
proposed energy program for 
Illinois, and included among its 
recommendations is a provision 
calling fot modification of 
environmental restrictions on 
the use of Illinois coal. 

The program, which covers 
all phases of energy production, 
consumption, conservation, 
legislation: and regulation, 
focuses on the state’s future 
economic growth and job 
creation. 

Included in the program are 
these goals: 

1, Continue efforts to achieve 
reasonable modification of 
existing air pollution control 
regulations which would take 
into geeount the cost benefit 
relationship and would 
stimulate the use of Illinois coal 
and high sylfur oils. 

2. Endorse increased bonding 
authority to provide necessary 
funding to construct and 
maintain pollution control 
devices which would foster the 
use of Illinois coal. 

3. Focus attention on the need 
for immediate establishment 
and implementation of both 
state and federal energy 
policies. Insist that energy 
policy decisions are based on 
technical and economic factors, 
rather than limited political 
considerations. 

4. Achieve a balance between 
reasonable environmental 
objectives and adequate sup- 
plies of various forms of energy, 
with attention to preserving 
present jobs and providing 
future job opportunities and 
economi¢ growth. 

5. Assist in preserving the 
traditional rate structure of 
electrical and gas utilities 
which base the price of the 
product on the cost of service.

“As a result of the Board of Review 
equalization efforts, rural and urban 
assessment levels were made more equal 
and the county average level of 
assessments was raised to the“statutory 
target level. A final multiplier of 1.0000 
was established, a reduction from the 
previously published tentative multiplier 
of 1.0503. 

“Because of the Board of Review's 
action, the 1976 tax bills will represent a 
more fair distribution of the property tax 
burden among Madison County taxpayers. 
Assessing officials do not determine the 
total amount of taxes. Only taxing districts 
control the total tax burden through the 
amount of their spending. 

“The job of assessing officials is to 
ensure that assessments are as just and 
equitable as possible so that the tax burden 
js distributed fairly and that each taxpayer 
contribytes only his fair share. The 
Madison County Board of Review's 1976 
equalization action represented a positive 
step in this direction.”

New workmen compensation revision 


To the Editor: 

In one of the longest weeks of 
the session, we were in com- 
mittee or on the House floor 12- 
hours a day and voted on 
hundreds of bills. 

Those bills. that had no op- 
position were placed on a 
“eonsent” list and were all 
voted on at one time. These bills 
passed on a vote of about 150-0. 

A second group of bills with 
limited opposition ‘was placed- 
on a “short debate” list. On 
these bills, one proponent and 
one opponent were allowed to 
talk for two minutes each prior 
to voting. Over 75 per cent of 
this group passed. 

The remaining bills, which 
number over 300, were open for 
full debate. Depending on the 
subject matter, these bills took 
anywhere from five minutes to 
four hours to pass or to defeat. 

The subject matter that 
consumed more time than any 
other was workmen's com- 
pensation, a complex piece of 
legislation that will probably be 
defeated and amended again 
before June 30 arrives. 

The workman’s compensation 
law defines rights of the injured 
employe and the 
sibilities of the employer. 

For example, it mandates a 
certain pay level for temporary 
loss of work and sets forth a 
payment schedule for per- 
manent injuries.

For two years now, the 
business community has’ been 
insisting that the law went too 
far and has demanded some 
changes. 

It, therefore, bécame the 
responsibility of the legislature 
to listen to. the complaints, 
decide which were justified and 
epanee. the law eaecordingly 
while at the same time being 
extremely cautious not to un- 
justly lower any benefits due to 
the injured worker. 

For weeks, labor and 
management met with the 
House Labor Committee.
